The Valleevue Test Garden Trials are the most comprehensive, exacting and authoritative Amaryllis Trials in America, conducted under the 


direction of Thomas Manley, Horticulturist.

For years it was known as A. Rutila, but today 
it is recognized as Striata. The small, dainty 
flowers bend like lilies from their scapes, open- 
ing to reveal varying shades of light red to 
scarlet, and occasionally salmon tinted. 


Selected Bulbs — $3.25 each 


During the second season of the Amaryllis Strain trials 
test, observations were made to determine the ability 
of the varieties to recover from the forcing practices 
used to bloom the plants for the Cleveland Flower 
Show of 1950. Inasmuch as the varieties were forced 
into bloom in 60 days from potting in 1950, it was in- 
teresting to note the ability of the plants to recover and 
bloom this season. During the vegetative season the 
plants were watered regularly and received weekly ap- 
plications of liquid cow manure plus I tablespoon of 
5-10-10 per 8” pot each month May through August. 
Practically all the plants developed from 12 to 16 leaves 
during the season with bulb development equal in size 
or larger than those reecived from Holland. 

Bulbs for trial from Ludwig & Co., Hillegom; H. De- 
Graaff & Sons, Lisse; and Warmenhoven & Son, Lisse, 
Holland were reported late in December after an 80- 
day rest period, during which time the foliage com- 
pletely died down. The soil mixture used was equal 
parts of sand, clay, loam, compost and rotted cow ma- 
nure with one tablespoon of bone meal per pot. Water- 
ing began on January 1, 1951 with a blooming period 
of the Cleveland Home and Flower Show on February 
24 as the objective of the forcing period for the first 


scapes. The response to forcing the second season was 
not as uniform as the previous year, however a large 
majority were in bloom for the show. 
The named varieties of Amaryllis vegetatively propa- 
gated represent the finest types of this flower available 
today. Five bulbs of each variety were studied to note 
variances in color or form. Care was taken to deter- 
mine which variety was superior when certain named 
varietites nearly identical in color were observed. Due 
to the time and labor involved in the vegetative propa- 
gation of these bulbs it would appear to be desirable 
to have a few named varieties of very high quality and 
distinctiveness than the large number of similarly colored 
varieties available today. 
The rating for 1951 tends to emphasize the very best of 
each color so that they may be recognized as superior. 
Based on our records, these should be used as standards 
for future selection and comparison of respective colors. 
The letter rating of AA — (Superior);, A — (Excellent; 
B — (Good); C — (Fair, for discard), is based on clean 
color, floret size, number of scapes per bulb, number 
of florets per scape, floret form, floret substance, length, 
and texture of scape and vigor of bulb and foliage. —
